paize of Hercules, fo\ſoze that the went into her Chamber, and 
was conſtrained to weep, and not to have joy inbeart until the 
return of Hercules. aw to return unto the purpoſe touching 
Hercules, when he was put to the purſuit of Achelous, he en 
tred into his Realm and followed him to nigb, that he was con. 
7 to withdzaw himſelf into a ſtrong Caſtle ſtanding by 
e Sea, Hercules befieged Achelous in this Caffle.. When A- 
chelous ſaw that Hercules purſued him with ſa little a com- 
panp, as with two hundzed men only he called his leaders of his: 
men, and among other things told them, that it was a ſbame to 
fuffer rpþemſelves to be beſieged. with ſo little a number of peo · 
- ple. Thep anſwered he ſaid truth: and concluded the ſame hour 
to i ſſue out, and raiſe the ſiege, and fozthwith they ſounded to 
arms with ſbozt counſel. Jt was not long after that they iſfued 
out ok the Caftle, but Hercules eſpying them, knew that thep 
tame to the battel, be ſet his men in ar ca, and went alone to 
vis enemies, as he that daubted nothing. When Ache lous ſaw 
vim tome, pe began to make a great figh, and crped unto his: 
people upon him : ſaping that it was he with the Club that bad 
chaſed him aut ofCalcedonia,and pʒomiſed great gifts unto them 
that belaboured him with: ſtrokes. But when his folk knew 
that it was Hercules, thep made courteſie each to other to go be» 
foze, and trembling as the leat on the Tree, they durſt not abide 
the weight of his Club: but without ſmiting of any ſtroke turs 
ned their backs, and fled unto the Caſile. ' ' 4. 
Achelous ſeeing the behaviour of his folk, and the fear hat 
thep bad of Hercules, thought that he ſbould have dyed faz ſozs 


And Hercules returned with his people, laugping at the. pool 
SN fa ing 
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dealing of his enemies. Hercules began to think on Dejanfra, 
and Achelous began to imagine bow be might annop the Calce- 
donians : he had there one of his Captains, that ſaid unto him: 
Hir, ye know well that pour ſtrength, may not compare unto 
xpe firength of your enemies: We are ten againft one, but 
t may nothing help us: foz the mighty Gyant that is with 
Hem, is enough ts burp us all, and defirop pour Realm. Con: 
ider pe then, ſince it is ſo,thatopen puiſſance aud plain ſtrength 
map not be uſed at this time, it is expedient to imagine ſome 
Fubtilto, to grieve the Calcedonians: and it is my advice that 
there ſþall be made a great flaming light in the Sea, ſuch as I 
- tall well deviſe, ſo as by that means they that have beſieged us 
map be deceived lightly. This flaming light muſt be by night, 
and it ſhall be great and fozcible : we will make it ſecretly ; as 
- ſoon as our enemies ſpall ſee it, they will leap out of their Tents, 
and go unto the Sea to ſee the marvel, peradbenture without a- 
up Arms, foz they dzead us not, and then we will ſet on them, 
and ſhall find them unfurniſhed and unp20vided of their Arms.

hen Achelous heard this counſel, it ſeemed to him good,

B failed many times the Caſtle, where Achelous was, but he

The Achajaas 
then came to this little Boat lying on the ground, and piped 
them that they baought it aflicat on the Sea, as ſecretly as thep 
could, and entred therein, with all that to them was neceſſary, 
Ning Achelous put himſeif in ambuſpment with a thouſand of. 
bis men, nigh unto the place where he thought the Calcedoni- 
ans would go out to ſee the light that bould be made. And when 
they that were in the Sea, knew that it was time to light their 
-Loaches, they ſet them on fire, and put them round about the 
Paſt, wherein were made as many holes as there was Toꝛ · 
ches. And ſo as they imagined thep did. The Knights that 
kept the watch of the hoſt-of Hercules ſaw it, and-ſoze marvel⸗ 
im at this light; awaked Hercules and their fellows,and ſhew- 
ed them the tight. As ſoon as Hercules ſaw the-baightneſs of 
the Toꝛches, be would know what it was: and then appzoached 
the bank of the Sea, and his companp with him, and had not 
been long there, when Ring Achelous did cauſe to light an hun; 
dꝛed Tozches that be had pzovided,and after he iſſued out sf his 
ambuſhment with bis thouſand men, and ran upon Hercules, 
and aſſa iled him and all his men fiercely. But when Hercules 
ſaw them diſcover rhemſelves, he ſet his people in oꝛder in the 
beſt manner he could, by the light of the Stars, and received 
bis enemies couragtouſly, where began a right dolozous bartel: 
foz2 the one (mote upon the other verp furiouſip, and there were 
man wounded and dead. The skirmiſþ was great, Achelous 
thought to come at unawares, but be was paliantly reſiſted, and 
loft many ok his men: and Hercules met Achelous, and ſmote 
vim on the Pelm that he foundzed, and it gavehim a wound on 
his head, that the blood guſbed out, and mozeover, be to him, 
and delivered him to tweibe ot bis men to keep. There were 
great crpes, and great abundance of ſirokes of Swozds. Then 
were the Lozches quenched; and put out by the fozce of the 
fmiting of the Achajans, which deſired greatly to reſcue their 
King : and ſo they abandoned their lives in the beat. But when 
their Tozches- were quenched, by little and little, tbey began 
to cool them, and withdzaw-them, foz they ſaw nothing at all. 
Wen ther weee wirhdzawn, Hercules aſſembled his folk, and 
| fad: 
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nid to them, that pe would aſſaib to take the Caſtle, and that 
-  thep ſpould follow him pardilp and fiercely: and anon, when be 
ſaw bis enemies return unto the Caſtle, pe ran after and ſtaped 
them, and put himſelf in the thickeſt of them, ſmiting with his 
Club on the right ſide and on the left, he made a right large 
place. And by this way he led his people unto the Gate of the 
Caſtle, where beentred with them that fied, and there made lo 
great-a ſlaughter of bis enemies, that. with little reſiſtance, 
the ſame night he put to death twelve hundzed, and the other 
fied into the Citp of Petrace, from whence they were. In this 
battel, and the battel that had been in Calcedonia, all the men 
of Achaja were flain, except four hundzed which ſaved them⸗ 
ſelves by flight. Foz Ache lous had taken all his men with bim. 
' his Countrep and his City Petrace, was all deſtroped. Wen 
Hercules had taken the Caftle, afterward he went into the Ct» 
ty of Petrace: aad entring into all places without reſiſtance, 
he ſet this Realm into the hands of Ring Oeneus, and he tar: 
* ried not long after he had ſubdued this Realm, but returned, as 
haſtily as he might, to ſce D-Janira : and tbere be was received 
with ſo great giozy, jop and triumph, that no man can rehearſe 
802 wzite. 
Type Poets report this conqueſt that Hercules made upon A- 
chelous, feigning that Achelous feunbr firſt in likenels cf a 
in : and. being vanquiſhed, he after changed yimſeif into a 
- "Serpent. This is to be underſtood. in ſuktiineſs and in malicę. as 
edid in aſſailing Hercules by night. To conclude, he fought in 
e likeneſs of a Bull, and Hercules bzake one of his hozns : 
at is to be underſtood, that at {aſt Achelous was as fierce aga 
Bull, foz p2ide and ſozrow that he was taken: and Hercules 
1 ir that is to be under ſtood, he bꝛake and deſtroyed

vim Achelous and his Realm, and ſatd to him, that he ſbould 
have it without anp denpal. The Aing Oeneus ſent King A+ 
chelous into exile, and acknowledged himſelf greatly beholdz 
ing to Hercules, whom he honoured marveilouſiy- Then Her. 
cules took to his heart again amozous conceits: in like manner 
did De janira, ſhe had ſoveraign joy tp ſee Hercules, and deſired 
none other thing. ot to be redious, when Hercules had been 
there a ſpace, he required Ring Oeneus that he would give him 
bis daughter to Wife. Oeneus agreed, and accozding.to him, and 
Dejanira conſented with better will. The Medding was ſos 
lemnized pompouſly, and theo went to bed and lap together. 
Soon after, when Hercules ſaw that his Father in law had his 
Realm in pete, took he leave of the Ring Oe neue, and depart- 
ed from Calcedonia, with Dejanira and his people, to go by 
land into his Realm of Iconia. 'Herculcs had always in bis 
journey Dejanira by him: he loved her exceedingly, and had 
great ſolace in her beauty : and if ye had not ſtudyed with Atlas, 
be could not ha ve abſtained him from beholding her beauty. Jn 
paſſing the fime pleaſantly, in the manner that folk dgtbat be 
new Married, Hercules journezed ſo far, that he cane to a 
quarter of Theflaly, where the River of Hebenus runneth, and 
arribed on this River, which was deep and b2oad running impee 
tuouſiy, and bad neither bzidge noz plank to paſs over, but 

there was a Centaure named Neſſus, that ſpent there his life, WW 
by the means of & little Boat, in which he carried the peoples W 
ver the River. | : 
Mhen Hercules had found this Neſſus, be came to him, am 
demanded of him how be and his folk might paſs the River: 
Neſſus knew Hercules fince the time he had vanqui ſbed yis fel: 
lows at the Wedding of Pyrothus, anſwered that he might not 
paſs the River, but by bis litt'e Boat. And if he would paſs, . 
he would with good will do him the pleaſure to ſet him over. 
Hercules thanked Neſſus, fozaſmuch as be ſaw that the best 
was but little, and the time was diſpoſed to rain, be would: W 
that Dejanira and her Damoſels ſhould paſs firft. Dejaniraand!”: 
her Maidens entred.into the Boat. Neſſus rowed, and — Bl

And with theſe words the Gyant took the popſan and tempe⸗ 
ted it with his blood, and wound it in a linnen Cloth, and gabe 
to Dejanira. Tye foolith Dejanira giving credit to the wozds 
b the Gpant, took the poplon. The Gpant charged her, that ns 
wan ſpauld touch it bare, ſaping then it would loſe its vertu 
ter the touching: and with that, he gave up the Ghoſt and dy⸗ 
a pitioufſo. a Dejanira eſcaping ſafely from his hands: pur- 
poeed that ſbe would keep that popſon ſecretlp at all adoenture, 

Jo beip ber leit, if it were need. Wyile-cheſe things paſſed be ⸗ 

een Dejanira and the Gpant, Hercules was much pecplered 
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foz Dejanira. As ſoon as he had ſmitten him on the right ſide 
with his Arrobo, he uncloathed pimſelk, and caſt bis Gown, his 
Yarneſs, and Club, over the Mater, by his great ſtrength, and 
leaping in, ſwam over unto the otherfide, then as he put on his 
rapment, Dejanira (agam accompanied with her Damoſels) 
tame tothe Kiver,furnihed with that venemous popſon. When 
Hercules ſaw D-janira return, he imagined that he had ſlain the 
Gpanc,and demanded where the Traits2 was. Dejanira anſwe, 
red not at firſt to this his demand, but ſaid unto him. Alas my 
od, in what peril habe J been? What oppꝛeſſion? What de: 
ſvair of joy hath oppzefſed mp heart? The traches of mine 
Arms where yer is ſeen, the pꝛint of the hands of the Gyan, 
tew in what diſpleaſure J have been: The turſed glutton Gps 
ent tare we unto the depth of a deep valley, where death appzo- 
ching by the ſtroke of your Arrow, made him ta fall down, and 
he would never let me go until the faſt fight of death. SurelpJ 
Have ſuffered a great jevpardy,but thanks be to the Gods,finceJ 
have found you again, Jam ſufficiently abenged of mine enemy 


whom J have ſeen bye miſerably. 


C HAP. XVIII. 
How Hercules fought againſt Hydra, the Serpent of the Moor 
Lernua, and flew him. | | 


I Ercutes and D-janira having kiſſed each other, Hercules 
- went unto the place where the Gyant lay dead and fozaſ« 
much as he found him depzived of life, he let bim lie there to fh# 
beaf's and birds. and took his Arrow that lap by him. This was 
the Arrow that Achilles was ſlain with after in the Temple of 
Phoebus in Troy, foz the lobe of Polixene. Then Hercules and 
Dejanira came again to the River, and Hercules ſet over his 
men.and wentfrom-that place to the Cify of Lerna. The Ring 
of the Cit? did great honour to Hercules, receiving him as ho» KM 
nourab'pas be could. Among divers talk, Hercules demandes 
todings of him. The Bing anſwered that he knew no other, 
but that in a great place there abode a monſter, half a man, and 3 
'half a Serpent, that murdered many of his Realm. For be 
8 ſaid, 1 
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aid, that all the men, women, and childzen this monſter can find 
- heflapech with his tail that is envenomed, with his claws and 
teeth deu roping and devouring all. And lo it will come to paſs 
that this Countrey will be deſolace, foz the Labourers noz Mer⸗ 
chants dare not go by, with leſs company than two hundzed 
men: and if theybeieis, the Ponſter aſſaileth them, like as be 
yath done many others. 
Hercules was paſſing glad and jopful of theſe tydings, and 
ſaid to the Ring: Sir, J yave laboured yitherto foz the Comes 
mon real of many Keaims, and pet bave I the will to per⸗ 
ſevere, and do the wozks of vertue. Unow pe then, ſince Jam 
pere arrived, I will do ſomewhat ſoz the weal of this Country, 
as J yave done foz many other. And J have intention to moz« 
tow to do my uttermoſt endeavonr co travel towards the mon⸗ 
ſter, to abide the adventure of vanquiſbing him;oz to be vanqui ſb⸗ 
td ok him. This Ponller was called Hydra, fozaſmuch as be 
dwelled in the Waters. When Dejanira heard the enterpzize 
of Hercules, that he would go alone, and abandon himſelfin ſo 
great peril, be began to weep, and make ſo great ſozrow, that 
na man could appeale her,noz make her ftint her weeping. Her- 
cules comfozted ber the beſt he could, ſo did Atlas and Philotes, 
and Sewed ber the glozious deeds of Hercules, to give ber hope 
in this adventure. But all could not avail, {þ? ſo loved Hercu- 
les with all her heart and might. She required him with her 
-epes charged full of fears, that he would abſtain from ſo higb 
an enterpꝛiſe, (aping, that it was na wiſdom foz a man fo ex⸗ 
- poſe yimſelf to ſo eminent dangers, and that God had ſent the 
--Ponſier into fye Country, to cozrect and chaſtiſe the people. 
- Potwithſtanding Hercules was verp ardentlp in love with her: 
pet her tears that tbe wept, noz her pzarers, noz ber reaſors, 
-* cquidcauſe Hercules to bzeak bis purpoſe, noz leave off the ad · 
venture. LEutearly in the mo2ning he cloathed bim, and dg« 


KF parted from Lerna,and took his wap towards theMooz, wherrin 
WF was the Ponſter. : 
\ W+& ; This Pooz was long, and thaee Piles in compaſs, as the 


c dnicles of Span rehearſe, and all environed with Foun: 
"tains thatſpzang out of the high Mountains. Jn the midſt of 
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this Plain was a great Lake, wherein dwelled the Hydra on 
dry land. Mpen Hercules was tame unto this plate, the Hy- 
dra that never flept with both eben, had always the neck out · 
firetched on high, and the ear open, eſpying him, ſuddeniy came 
againſt him rlinning with great fozce. Hercules abode,” when he 
eſpied the marvellous Monſler, and pad great pleaſure to ſee 
vim: He was ten foot high, and had as long a tait: he was faul 
und cobered with hair: Pe had his body armed, and his right: 
band held a naked Swozd, and in bis left he carried a Shield.. -. 
Heteules thus behoiding him, ſuffered. him to come to him, 
Typen the Monſter ſpake to him, and ſaid, Pooz Gpant, whi: 
ther goeſt thou? Behold this Swozd, ſharply on both ſides cut: 
ting.:: pet was there never man that beard me ſpeak, but he 
Dyed by the point of this Swozd. Fozaſmuchas Jam the wiſeft 
Creature that ever Nature made, J am accuſtomed to make a: 
queſtion to ſuch men as J find, and then deſtrop them if they can: 
aot anſwer thereto. AI find in my Realm people dull as beafts, 
without underſtanding, and have therefoze deſtroped their blond, 
fo will J do thine,if thou canſt not aſſopl a Sophiſm that J ſhall 
make unto thee. W thou man Serpentine, (ſaid Hercules) thine 
Eloquence, thy Pzudence,. thy cruel Swozd, foul and pelluted 
with infinite homicides,make me nothing abaſhed,no2 diſcouta · 
weth me: J ſought thee, and am come hither to deſtrop thee. And 
7 will not only a ſſoyl one of thy Sophiſms, but as many as thou 
canſt deviſe : and know, that it by foʒce of my wit, AJ aſſopl thy 
Sophiſms and falacious arguments, J will do to tee like as 
thou ſpouldſt do to me: and if it happen that thy ſcience may not 
overcome me, pet defend thee with arms, and that thou keep thy 
life as well as thou canſt. ; ; ; 
With theſe. wozds, the Ponſter made unto Hercules ſeben 
Sophiſms one. after another, all falacious and ſubtil : Then 
when Hercules had given ſolution to one, the Monſter teplped 
by feven Arguments. Pet Hercules, full of Philoſophy, ard 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſo ſubſtantially to all bis 
falactous Arguments, that he ſet him at a Mon : plus. Foz this 
cauſe the Poets feign this Hydra had ſeven beads, as it appear: 
eth in the firſt Tragedy ok Seneca, and lap that when Hercules 7 
had 
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= had (mitten off one of the heads, ſeven other heads came again 
in the ſameplace. In the end then to purſue this matter, when 
Hercules pad fo diſputed, ſhe Serpent yielded to Hercules, in 
uch wiſe as ye wilt not what to ſay, Hercules ſaid unto him: 
-  -Serpent inþumane, we have fought long enough with the 
tongue. Take thy Sword, J map no longer with bold mp hand 
from fmiting thee.anda ſſap if thou be as ſubtil in arms, as thou 
art in language. Pooz fool, ſaid the Serpent (which was full 
ok Pzide) Unowelt not thou, that by my part Serpentine, 7 
have infected all this Country? And J will this dap dzink thy 
blood, * devour thy body: wherefoze make watch, and keep 
ee well. 
2 Without moze wozds Hercules enhaunſed his ſwozd, foz to 
Have ſmicten bis adverſary,bathe could not ſo ſoon haſt him, but 
- the Serpent gave bim firſt two ſtrokes, one with his Swozd, 
and the other with his tail, wherewith be had almoſt (mitten 
phim down to the ground. Pet Hercules abode ſtanding, and with 
pis - Swoꝛd lifred up, he ſmote the Monſter upon the Helm with 
fuch ſtrength, that he crufbed the Helm, and made him a wound 
in the bead. At this ſtroke the Serpent was full of fury, and 
with his Swozd ſmote Hercules the ſecond time upon the helm,

Hercules that never befoze had received ſo great a ſtroke, 
mꝛomiſed pim that he would revenge it, and \mote him right an⸗

> when Foz tune had enough cheriſþed them both, fÞ2 turned a⸗ 
- gainſt the Serpent ſoearneſily,thatafter many ſtrokes, Hercules 
mate his Swoꝛd within the elm into his head, and bare him 
dead unto the earth. | 
Hercules rejoyced greatly, when be ſaw tbe Monſter put to 
tze koyl, and went foz to fetch the Ring of Lerna, with Deja- 
mia, and his folk, and bought them to ſee the Ponſter. When 
pe pad ſbewed them the Ponſter, be made a great fireand burn · 
it. Mherefoze there were given unto bim great pꝛaiſes. 
= De was bꝛougßbt to the City — with great glozpof La- 
1 ; 2 dies 
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dies and of Gentlewomen, who conveyed himunto the Rings 
Palace ſmging melediouſly.. Dejanira then rrjoyced greatly in 
the tryumphant victozy of her noble Pusband. When Hercules 
had tarried there a while, be departed thence, and went to A- 
thens, where Theſeus tecetved him gloziouſſp. Then Hercules 
and Atlas held School in Athens, fog às much as they of Athens 
were quick of wit, and gave themſelves. all to learn Sciences. 
There they vere a great while , introducing and infozming 
them of Athens in Philoſophy, but eſpecially in Aſtronomy, 
Atlas pꝛofited in ſuch wiſe, that the Students there ſaid, he 
fuſtained and bare the Heabens on his ſbaulders. O noble ver⸗ 
tuous man. When Hercules had ſpent ſome time there, and 
ſtudied ſo long that bis Doctzine had given light unto the Athe⸗ 
nians, be departed from thence with great bemoaning, and 
b:ought bis Wife unto the City of Lycia. And then was ſo 
greatly renowned, that from all the Kealms of Greece, there 
came daily to him Roblemen and other, to pzofit in Uertyue, or 
dieneſs, Ponour, Arms, Philoſophy, Aſtronomy, and all other 
ns.

A Bout the time that Hercules flouriſhed in vertue, and his 
Name was bozn from Kealm to Realm by glozious Ke: 
nown as the Cbꝛonicles of Spain rehearſe, there was a King 
of the Citp of Megidda, that ſtandeth upon the River of Gau- 
dian, that thzough his Tyzannical dealings, began to make his 
name have a great repozt,by many ty2annies,that no man could 
tell the third part. This Tyꝛant bad to name Gerion, he was 
Bing of Andaloſie, and Deſtremadure, and alſo of the gö,jÜnS  W/ 
tains of Galicia, and Portugal. The Poets feign, of this Ty. 
zant, that ye had thee beads, fozaſmuch as he bad two-Bape 2 
thzen, great Gpants, which were all of one ature; and amm 
plexion, and they were ſo united together, that all that theo 
would, the other would:they werenever in diſcozd.

Tye noble Hercules went then into the Countrep, where 

ſtandech now the City of Siril, which was not then founded, 

end found by his ſcience, that there ſþeuld be builded a City 

cf great renown : in memozy thereof, he ſet up in that place 

a viilar of hard ſiones, and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 

bis hand wzitten, there ſhould be made one of the greateſt Ci.

"about the Count tep, tgeſpę it any perſon came, upon whom he 
migbt exerciſe his Tyranny: He had not been long there, when 
pe beheid the River, and ſaw the Army of Hercules: And ſeeing 

” His Army; ve had great joy. foz be thought in alt haſt be ould 
overcome them. Without otber delay, be aſſembled his com⸗ 
plices, and founded to Arms. Mithin a little while all bis men 
pat were ready with arms; came unto bim to know what be 
would? Wyen Gerion was armed, and ready to go to the battel 

pe declared to his people his intention. Thenentring into his: 
 Gallep as haſtily as be could be went from Megidda, app2oach« 
Bing toward rye Greeks. Thus rowing fozth, it hapned that be 
met a little Boat: And from as far as he ſaw it coming, be 
Penk againſt it, and arreſted it. In this oat were na more 
- than two Mariners and Hiſpan. Gerion then called Hiſpan, 
and demanded of him whither he went, and what he was ? Trulp 
dit, anſwered Hiſpan, Jam à Greek, and have intentien to go 
the Ning Gerion, that is naw in bis Tity of Megidda, to diſ 

B patch a meiſage J am charged with. Peſſenger (faid the Ring) 
ee feck Gerion, pe need go no further, foz Jam be, whom pe 
+ fprak unto. Sir (ant wered Hiſpan) Ante that pou be be to whom 
w meſſage appertaineth, J let you have knowledge in the 
| name ot the vertuous Hercules, that he is an enemy to your vi⸗

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tes: and to cozrect pour great and abominable treſpaſſcs, he is 
come into pour Dominion. Meſſenger (anſwered Gerion) haw 
is Hercules fo pzefumptuous as to take upon him to ceme and 
* oarert my Uices? Ne knows little with whom he hath to do: 
0 tell bim, that be ſpall find me but it ſpall be too lohn foz bis 
pdealth, and that J will feaſt him in ſuch wiſe ere he eſcape me, 
| as J have been accuſtomed to feaſt ſtrangers. Hiſpan depat ted 
with theſe wozds, and returned to Hercules, and told him woꝛd 
de wozd what Gerion had ſaid unto him: mezeover he aid, be 

Vvwould meet wich him ſpcedily, prepared and read £3 Pea che" 
battel. When Hiſpan had finiſhed his meſſage, the Gallepgut 

king Gerion appeared and were ſcenfromfar.. Hcrculcs and

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the Greeks had great jop and began luud ſbauting, in ſounding 
Trumpets, Fifes, and Tabours. Gerion and his folk ſeeing and 
hearing their Enemies, they likewiſe began to ſbaut, and make 
a marbellous great noiſe. The Air was filled with a great am 
jopful noiſe. In this outragious noiſe, the two Poſis appꝛoach⸗ 
ed each other. At their encountring was not ſpared Darts, 
round ſtones, noz Arrows. Thepof Heſperie had abundance of 
Darts, which thep uſed and caſt on the Greeks as if it had been 
rain. The cryes redoubled on the one fide, and on the other: 
fo that there were manp ſlain and hurt. They. were all men of 
Mar: each man bare him valiantip, and amongſt all other, 
Hercules having bis Bow in hand, ſlew as many enemies, as he 
ſhot Arrows. Lhe ſhot dured long, When it failed, they fought, 
hand to hand. Tyen began the Battel to be eager and hard. 
G:rion ſþewed himſelf boyſierous, and expert in arms, and put 
tz death manp Grecks,but foz one that be flew, Hercules fliew'ten 
of the Heſperians. | [ 
At the encounter cf the Gallexzs where were manp hurt, Her» 
cules took his Club and ſmiting one of the Galleps,that thougbt 
to have grapled and boardedhis Gallep,he made it cleave in ſuns 
der, and the water came in ſo ſuddenly that the moſt part of 
- them in that Gallep were dzowned, without engaging, After 
this. Hercules came to another Gallep, and there did marvels: 
alt that be bit with vis Club were dead, oz ſoze hurt. Some be 
b2ained, and of others be bzake legs and arms. It ſeemed to 
thunder with him: þe did fo beſtir him, that each man fled from 
him; and there was no man that withſtood him, oz durſt abide 
bim: Wen he ſaw this, be put himſelf fozrh to exploit great 
aFairs. Leaping from Galley to Gallep, and made ſo great 
flaughters, that his people by his good example abounded in va. 
lour and puiſſance, and the Heſperians di mini ed: and had ſg 
much damage that all things went againſt them. Gerion con ; 
dering, that foztune was his enemp, ſounded a retreat, and left 
the batte!. 5 f | 
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How Gerion aſſailed Hercules the ſeeond time, before Megidai, now 
Hercules ſlew his brethren, vanquiſhed, and conſtrained Gerion 
to flee. 
Hen Hercules ſaw his enemies buſie to withdzaw, he ſoun⸗ 
ded the retreat, fozaſmuch as it was near night. and alfa 
becauſe pe had encloſed che Galleys of Gerion, that they might 
got return into his City without paſſing b him. UWhen the 
two Armies were withdzawn, Gerion in the darkeſt of the night, 
Shipped and went into the City of Valericia, whereof one of 
his Bzeth2en was Bing, and put him there in ſafetz, in purpoſe 
to make the greateſt Army that he could to come upon Hercu- 
Hercules after the retreat, anchozed his Gallezs upon the 
Wer of Gaudiana, and paſſed there t' at night: on the moz« 
tow when he ſaw that Gerion and his folk were fied, and were 
not upon the Sea within ſight, he rowed up unto the Tity of 
Megidda, took {and and aſſailed fiercely the City. The aſſault 
was eager and ſþarp,. and the M-giddans defended themſelves, 
but thep were ſo diſ-furniſbed wt men of Mar, that they could 
not hold out, but opening the Town to the Greeks, pielded to 
Hercules. Thus was Herculcs Lozd of the pzintipal City that 
- Gerion had, he entred into it, and the Greeks with him. The 
City was well pzovided with vicuals. Sa hat ſince they de⸗ 
parted out of Greece, they kound no where ſo good Foztune Her- 
dules held him there a ſpace of time, ſearching in what place he 
might find Gerion. During theſe things he went unto the Tem- 
ple, to thank his God. In this Temple.were many Sepult* 
| tures, garnifþed with very fair marvellous Piſtozies. Amorg 
other, there was one paſſing rich: foz the remembzance of Ge- 
tion, of fine gold, environed with thirty Rings, whoſe heads 
were ſmitten off. Hercules abode at this Sepulture, and de⸗ 
manded of the Citizens wherefoze ſerved the Statues and J- 
mages Co rich. A Citizen ſaid to him that they were the Se- 
pultures of the Noble men of their Kealm, and that Ring Ge- 
sos had bzought up that * make theſe Sepulturts, ta 
1 babe 
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have remembzance of them that were valiant in Arms. Fur: 
thermoze' ſaid that ſame man) as (wnas in this Countrę a man 
vath put a Mobleman to death, then he makech a remembꝛante 
of that dead man upon his Sepulture, And fozalmucy as Ring 
Gerion in bis time hath ſlain thirto Rings, be cauſed this Se. 
pulture to be made which pou ſee, meaning to be buried here in 
the end of his days: Whyen Hercules heard this, that the Citi. 
zen ſaid, he anſwered, be held himſelt happ? he had eſcaped the 
Swogd of ſuch Tyzant, that put ſo many Rings to death, and 
made his Papers ro his God: After this be recurned ro the 
Halace, and there came to him the Peſſenger of King Gerion: 
who by the power of his Paſter, commanded him to avoid the 
Citp, and the Realm, oz elſe make good watch. Hercules an: 
Cxered thar be was entred into the Realm, and into the City, 
with ſtrength of arms, and he would not go out thereof, until 
ene had taken from him his Swozd by fozce of Arms, oz until 
the time that he put the Countrey in obedience. 

The Meſſenzer returned from Megidda, with this anſwer 
to-Gerion, who was with bis two Bzerhzen : they took the 
wozds of Hercules impatiently, and ſware they would avenge 
tbemof-him.. To be ſhozt, they went to the Sea with a great 
Armp., | 
- Tyey rowed and failed with all their ſtrength unto Megidda: 
the Wind and Foztune ſuffered them in few days, to arrive at 
the Pozt : Hercules was adviſed of their coming, who ſuffered: 
them to take land, and jet them reſt that day: they were fifrg 
thouſand men; When they landed it was late, and ſeeing the 
Greeks made no defence at their landing, they ſaid one to ano» 
ther, that thedurft not come fo2th and fight them. Thinking 
all to habe won advantage, thereupon concluded, that en the 
mezrow thep would affail the City very early. Upon this con- 
clufion, Gerion and his Bzethzen conſidered of things apper: 
raining to the Aſſault, menacing greatly Hercules and his 
Greeks who were then in Megidda, thinking likewiſe on their 
affairs; not cnlp in the intention to defend them from their * 
enemies, but to iffae out the day following, to aſſail themby = 
Battel, as ſoon as the night paſſed, Alittie befoze the * K: 
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Ang: on the mozrow, Hercules made two batralions. In the firft, 
he put a thouſand fighting men, and conducted them. In the ſe: 
..cond he put the reſidue of his Army, and made Theſeus Captain 
of them. After this, when be had very vell trained his people. 
and ſet them in gd o2der,be admontiped them to do their endea⸗ 
vour, and minded them orf certain things, but could not fini{þ 
his ſpeech : Foz that ſame time, Gerion and his bzethzen, with 
their folk, made their appꝛoaches to a ſſail rhe City,and made ſo 
great noiſe, thatall about it redounded, 

Wyen Hercules heard this upzoar, he opened the Gate, to be- 
pold what new things was there. And at the4Tuing out de ſaw 
his enemies haſt them to the Fozts and Malls, with Ladders 
and other Engines fit foz an aſſault. Then be began to laugh in 
pimſelf, and bade his men follow him: and went ſtraight wap 
foath to begin the skirmiſp. 5 a | 

When Gerion ſaw Hercules, he knew bim, by the skin of the 
Lion, and bis Tiub, and ſpewed him to his Bzethzen, that 

marvelled of him, becauſe he came alone upon them. Loe here 
is our moztal adverſarie (ſaid-Gerion) he is full ot Mꝛide, and 
ſetteth little by us: Let us afſail him all thꝛee, and defirop him: 
all the gold in the woꝛld iÞall not ſave his life. - Hercules with 
theſe wo2ds, came ſo nigh the thꝛee Grants, that he cond well 


fſpeak unto them, and ſaid : Ye evil Tyꝛants, lay down your 


weapons: It is now no time co afſail the City, itbebovethyon 
to diſpoſe pou to enter into batte!, The battel is teadp, begin 
* at me, and J at pou, and iet us fight together till moze roms. 

Mitch theſe words be lifted up his Clnb and charged the ſtroke 
To ſoze upon one of the thee Bzethzen, that he caſt his Shield, 
and all aſtonied bare him to the earth. Myen Gerion and bis 
"other bzother, ſaw the ir baother ſo boꝛn down, they mete with 
tbeir Swozds upon Hercules, with great furꝑ, and ſo employed 
their ſtrength, that they bzake off part of his Armeur. With 


| ,, theſe two ſtrokes of their SwozDs, Hercules received moze than 
nn 'hund2fd darts upon bis body, howlſoever the Swozds no2 
Darts were not ſo hard tempered, that they could pierte the 
> armour of Hercules, noz Hercules left nat to wozk with bis 


= Cinb, but he lift it up on biab 2 ſtzeke it upon the ſecond bꝛo⸗ 
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wer of Gerion,fo [uſtily,that from the top to the elm he bꝛuil 
ed him, and lmote him to the ground, like as if a great Rock 
\yadfall*nonyis bead. . J 

'  Gerion was ſoze afraid toſ& ſo great a ſt roke, and with a won. 
derful angry and fierce heat. be laid upon Hercules, and gave him 
fo great a firoke upon the Heim wich his Sword that he made 
the fire ſpzing out: but the Helm was ſo hard that the Swoꝛd 
could not enter. Then was Hercules environed wich his ene: 
mies, and was mitten in manpa place upon his bodp. The He- 
fpcrians befired ſoze to (ee their Swoꝛds dyed with the blood of 
Hercules, but Hercules put himſeit in defence, jopous that he 
might emplop his ſtrength upon them. | 
And when he pꝛoved him thus upon one and other, and would 
ſuffer none to comenearer than his arm and Club could reach, 
and that bis enemies moꝛe and moze came about him, Malion 
that was Nephew to U'yſſes iffued out of Megidda, with a thow 
ſand men ot the Arwy of Hercules. And ſeeing fo great a com: 
pan about Hercules, was aſſured that he fought there, he and 
His people addzeſſed them thitherwards, making ſo great a cry, 
and ſetting on ſo valiancly, that in bearing down all befoze 
them, they came and found Hercules where he had flain moze 
than fix hundzed of his enemies, and that be feared nothing. 
Ahep that bare the Scaling-Laders and other Engines were 
conftrained to caſt them down, and go to the Battel, which was 
grievous and hard : and there were many Rnights flain. Ge» 
2ion foz his part, beſtirredbimſelf terribly : Pis Bzother that 
was firſt beaten, afier he was carried out oftye pꝛeſs came un · 
tothe fieldagain : and in his coming be made great rom among 
toe Greeks, he was ſtrong and puiſſant, and bare a very heavp 
Guiſarme, the edge of which was thee great foot long, he did 
marvels with this Guiſarme, and beat down ſo many of the 
Greeks, that the noiſearoſe greatipabout him. And this noiſe 
and alarm came to the ears of Hercules. Then Hercules left -. 
them that he fought with, and as ſoon as he ſaw the Grant, that 

dealt with the Greeks as he would, not well contented with that 

Guiſarme lifted up bis Club, and ſmote the Gyant upon the © + 

-woulder, employing bis ſirength in ſuch wiſe, that the 1 4

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| bake and bare him down to the ground, nat fully dead, but in 
wozſe eſtate: foz be might not relieve himſeit, and muſt needs 
dye under the feet of the men of Arms very miſerablo, 

At tyis time Theſcus and Hiſpan, with the refidue of the 
Greeks, came unto rbe battel verp jopfully, and finding their 
enemies out ok arrap, and without any conduct, they skirmi ſted 
among them fiercelp, and flew ſo manp that all the place was 

. Covered. Hiſpan and Theſcus clefriþe beabs of many Rnights: 
they were expert in fears of arms. At theircoming they made 
their enemies to retfre, and wan upon them with ſo good Foz 
tune, tha t by their means Gerion [oft above thirty thouſand men. 
In ſhozt ſpace p battel was ſuch aboutHercules, that his enem its 
knew not where to fave them. And Gerion being advertiſed of 
the death of his ſecondBzother, turned his back and fied unte the 

Sea, blowing bis hozn, anon tbep endeaboured ſuddenly to put 
themſelves to flight, and thep that could ſave themſel ves, ſaved 
them without delay. Hercules, Theſeus, avd Hiſpan with about 

twelve hundzed Greeks followed: them ſwifrls : entring into 
ſome of their Ships, but had not Mariners ſo ready, as the o⸗ 
. wherefoze they rere a little lected. 


CHAP. XXI. 
Bow Hercule purſued Gerion: and vãnquiſhing him, put him 
© todeath at the port of the Corogne. 


yen was finiſhed the Battel foz this day, to the nzeat 
lofs and diſbonour of Gerion, and the honour and p20, 
tot Hercules, Malion abode in Megidda, by the appointment 
"of Hercules, tokeep the Greeks that abode there, and take tbe. 
- ſpoil of their enemies. Hercules on the other ſide ſailed after 
| 7% who perceiving him was ſoze afraid, and fled : his 
fight during thzee dars. Gerion had good Mariners, who kept 
7 - m twarily from boarding the Ship of Hercules. Sailing by 
he Mecgiterrancan Sea, from Coaſt to Coaſt, now befoze, and. 
Www beyind,. but the end was ſuch, that on the fourth dap they 
ante ted to abide Hercules at the battel upon the Sca, 
nd to land at the Corogne in Galicia. To fie the death. 
wheresf. 
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whereof they were in doubt, they left the Sea, and took the Land 
at a Poz\, imagining that they ſhould well defend them againg * 
Hercules, fog they were ten againſt one. As ſoon as they had 
raken Land at the Pozt ofthe Corogne, they trained them about 
tye Wozt to defend the Sea,” which was ſtrong to take. And 
then Gcrion warned his men, ſaping : here is the hour oz the 
day that we muſt de oz overcome our enemies. Foz tune hath 
done us the wozlt tÞe can, ſþe was wont to make all ſtrangers 
tremble befoze our Swozds. Mow ſhe maketh us to tremble be: 
foze a little number of people, Alas what ſhame is this: Since 
ws are at this point, there is no wap but ts avenge this ſhame, 
If we avenge us at this time, we {þall recover our honour, Foz: 
tune hath bzought us into a very good Pozfr, as if ſhe will raiſe 
us again, and make us Conquerozs of our adverſaries : let us 
naw defend the Post, avenge our blovd,avenge our ſoz2row,and 
avenge our damage. 

In the mean while that Gerion encoureged thus his folk, Hers 
cules and his-company rowed ſo nigh the ozt, that they were 
tome to ſtrokes. TheHeſperians caft uponHercules round ſtones, 
darts with ſharp Jrons on the end, ſpears and ſwozds. Againſt 
this the Grecks took their {þields and covered chem, and put them 
in devoir, to win the WPozt. But the caſting of the Heſperians 
was ſo moztal, that it conſtrained their enemies to abide, and 
not appꝛeach rhe Moꝛ t. Theꝑ had at this ot great abundance 
of ſtones. The Heſperians kept well the entry moze than thzee 
Hours, ſo that the Greeks could ſind no wap noz means to reme: 
dy it. At the end of thꝛee hours, Hercules verp ſoʒrowtul to ſæ his 
men troubled, thought he would enter into a little Boat, and ſo 
adventure himſelf alone to win the Mogt. 

Then be that doubted no ſtroke ot any» moztal man entred in⸗ 
to a little beat, ſtearing it himſelf, with help of che wind, which 
mas fo2 his advantage, hoyſed up the ſail, andadventiring as 
faſt as he could, he bavugbt the Boat unto the Hoꝛt, but he recei⸗ 
ved moze than an hundzed ſtrokes with ſtones : that bis Sail 
that flood up an end by fozce of (be Mind, was ſmitten full ot 
boles,the coads bzoken; and the Baſt oberthꝛown, and the boat 
almoſt filled with ſtones. | 4 4.1 
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_ Notwithſtanding Hercules ccaſtd not et all from bis enter? 
- paize, but thzough be palled by all the firokes of his enemies, 
- jabouring ſo that he toak land, and thzuſt bimſelf among che 
Hefperians, and there he began to ſmite wich bis Club, on the 
right fide, and on the lekt, end long, and over-thwart. with 
fury an abundance of valour and pzoweſs, that all the place 
was ſo red with their blood and bꝛains. Theſeus and Hiſpan, and 
{fro of the Grecks beſt armed, by the example of Hercules, rok. 
alto a light boat, and adventured themſel des to win the Bozr : 
Hercules was even at the mouth of the Bozt, he ſaw Theſcus 
come, and to make him pillage, he ran here and there, and did 
do much hurt to the Heſpcrians, that without great danger thep 
tik land, and ſp2ang out of their boat. Thea was the aFault bot 
and furious. Gerion came to the Landing of Theſeus, and at 
leaſt thzee hund2ed of his men that followed him. All the» 
fmote, and laid upon the Grecks, and of the fifty they flew ten. 
Men Theſcus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began ca 
fell. They encouraged themſelves, and pierced rhe aſſemblyp 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that was flain ef” theirs, theo 
fiew fifcy Helperians,and there they uſed their pzowefſes fo, that 
they did wonders by fherr Arms. | 
- © Gerion £vtn v-ed foz ſozrow that he might not come to have 
his will on the Greeks : Be and his men v ere eager as Tygers 
- that had been fami ſped. The Greeks wert mighty and ſtrong

as Elechints: their ſtrokes were great, they doubted neither 


Dart noz Sword, put all in adventure. The Battel was fu- 1 + 
"ous, and the Greeks receised many a wound : alwaps Hiſpan 
and Theſeus by their marvellous pzoweſſts ſaved them from 
death, and made paſſage th20ugha great pꝛeſs where Hercules 
wag. | 5 
Hercules that left not to ſmite, was very glad when he ſato 
Theſeus and H ſpan, and their fozt9 Companions, Their com-

ing coſt Gerion the death of a thouſand men and moe: foz Her- 


= firenxth, p2oweris upon pzoweſs, confounding his enemies ſa 
> vzeadcullz, drawing them toward the Sea, that they trat ſaw 
= bim, wi ſped the pad bern in their mothers womb: and in go⸗ 


ing. 
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ceules to encourage his men, added to his deeds ſtrength upen 
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ing they were in ſuch haſt,that thep beat each other into the Sea, 
und fiew themſel ves. | 8 by, 

Then was Gcrion [mitten to the hear with great ire, min. 
gied with impatience : (o he pur himſclf into'the pzeſs, and 
imote not only upon Hercules, but alſo upon the companions of 
Theſeus: be [mote the firſt man upon the Pelm, that be cleft 
bis bead unto the teeth. After pe a ſſailed another, and bare him 
to the ta rt, ſo aſtenied that he wiſt not where he was. Conſe; 
quently, ve made there a great Ma ſſacre ſuddenly on the Greeks, 
chat he dyed his Swozd with tyeir blood, and the Greeks were 
conſtrained to make a great crp foz fuccour. 

At this ſeaſon the Greeks that were left with their Galleys 
entred into the [Pozf, and took Land eaſily. When Hercules 
heard the cry that his men made, he ran thither to the aſſault 
and made about them a new noiſe, great and pitious. Gerion 
knew that the noiſe came becauſe of Hercules, foz he ſaw him 
come and (mite in the thickeſt ol the Peeſs, then he called ta 
His folk, and cheared them, but had there ſo great miſhap, that 
foz one ſtroke Hercules gabe him with his Club by chance, he 
was conſtrained to depart the pzels, and to withdzaw him a: 
pfrt with them that were weary, to take bis bzeath. Gerion af. 

- terward fought to his extremity, and caſting bis exes upon the 
$kirmilþ, be ſaw the Greeks upon the Pozt,and pꝛobiding them 
unto batte!. Then he ſaw how they put many ef his men to the 
wozff, and that he mightnot reũſt it: all his loſſes came befoze 
bis eyes, and he began to ſigb, and ſaid with a dolozous heart: 
Alas, what is the mutability of Foztune? Flattering fozcune, 
what haſt thou thought 2 All the honour thou haſt given me 

' heretofcze, redounds now to mp ſhame : fince thou haſt ſent me 
ſo many goods, wherefaze haſt thou ſent to me Hercules? This 
is the enemy of all mp glozy. He from a ſhining fame hath 
bzought me naw unto a name full of darkneſs. If thou baft 
given him ſufficient : Let him nat come after me with his 
hozrible deeds. All my veins be repleniſþ2d with Furies, mp 
beart murmureth it ſelf bopling with ire. @ what great mil: 
hap is this: ſince it muſt needs be J Mall be unkoztunzte, J will 
verily dye of the Club whereof J ha ve ſeen my bꝛother dre: 2 
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and when ſaid, that foptywird'hewoutd mob one therw;and com 
cluded to begin it. Pe leut to all plates, where he knew any 
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wich their blood And the Caſtilians which wert ſs far gone, and 
wre chalrd, were dꝛiven back again to their fellows. pen 
* Cacus ſaw his folk ſs ſoe beſtead, and heard that they re: 
ed fromthe ſpot of the Greeks : he had ver great ſozrow in 
is heart, and knew not what ta do to withſtand tbe:fozce of the 
Watrel: Dome fed, others went back, and others feil down, 
Dead oz loge hurt. The Batrel dured long to the Cozraw-of Ring 
Cscus. But in the end the dot of the Greeks failed, and the Ca» 
'Nilians with Cacus recovered new ſtrength, that they came to 
Loſe fight, hand to hand with their Swozds, they ſhed largely 
he vlcod ar chem of Tyzc,anbiof Ancone, which were in the fir 
| "Front of the battels of Hercules. 
7 The noiſe aroſe great: There were many Sbields bz oken.and 
okits of Lions cut in pietes. As Cacus appꝛoached, it ſeemed as 
a Tempeſt: Me was ſtrong, fierce, and outragious in (miting, 
tuch ot his ſtrokes was the death of a Greek. Pe did ſo much, 
what the crpes a them that were about him mounted up into the 
Kit, that the Caulihians had well nigh- won all, and began to 
xejopce fad their good foztune, and chasing the Greeks to death: 
but like ag a clear day is ofrentimes troubled by'a dark Cloud, 
ſo bp the alone coming of Hercules to skirmiſp, all their jop was 
troubled, and turned into mo tal laſſes.

vided ok remedies that thereunto belonged, he went in luſtily 
and aſſai led Cacus, in ſuch wiſe ax he felt no fume no et: and

Among alt 
bother the Queen of Laurentiatame thither; from her City with 
many Chariots, filled and laden with Zen eis, and pꝛeſented 
dem to Hercules. Hercules received into his grace this QAuren 
a d per Pzeſents, and thanked her greatly. This Qucen bad 
fo name Facua, and was Wife: to Bing Fanus, Son of Ning 
pricus, the Son of Saturn: ſbe was poung, freſh, tender, and 
kall of luſtineſs She had not ſern Ning Fanus her Husband 
in four pears, oa ye was gone into a far Country and mas not in 
all this time come again. S it happened, that after tbe firſt be- 
gan to behold Hercules, and to mark him well, ſhe defired his 
bompanp and acquaintance : and ſhe loved him ſo exceedingly, 
' that ſhe could not turn her eres noa ber thoughts upon no other 
ing but Hercules. In the beyolbing bim ſpe ſaid in her heart, 
wat be was the moſt well favoured man and proper without

-- Wyenthe Herauld had had good chear, and well Feaſted, as 
Hercules commanded: ye returned to Ring Pricus, and teld him 
the anſwer of Hercules, and that he ſpould have on the moꝛrow 
de Battel. Bing Pricus thought to win all by the advantage 
okpis multitude, (oz he had in vis Army above thirty thouſand 
men) and thanked his God foz thele tydings,came foʒ ward: and 
lodging vim the ſame night, nigb unto the Mount Aventine, and 
on tye River of Tyber, He made him ready to fight this battel: 
Tye like did Hercules: either of them minding what they had 
to do. Thus the night paffed, and on the mozrow,ag ſoon as the 
day light appeared, Bing Pricus and Hercules began to ſound 
ſzteir great Tabours, and with that ſound, their men put them 
in arms, and made themſelves readz, after trained in azder ot 
" battel. And ſo they came on both parties, as well the one as 
otber, into the ſame place where the blood of King Cacus had

might overtake. The Ring Evander was ali aba ſted, to ſee i 
Hercules ſo great nimblenefs. Pricus and the Calidonians, 
when thep ſaw him move from the Yoſt, ſupPdſed it had been 
a Yozſe, oz other Beaſt. In the end, when Hercules was come 
nigy them, within the ſpace ok a Bow hot, they kne w it was 
Hercules :. whereupon they were ſo aba ſbeb at his coming: 
Pricuscryed to have ſet his men upon him. They ſbot Arrows, 
and rhyep caſt Darts and ſpears upon Hercules, againft all the 
parts of his body: nevertheleſs then could never'pierce no2 en: 
ter into the skin of the Lion, and ye never reſted, till he had ace 
compliſhed bis courſe, rþzuſfing himſelf fozwards among his e. 
nemies ſo mightily, ryat overthzowing all befoze him; like as 
a Tempeſt oz Thunder, ve went into the midſt of the Yoſt, 
where was the chief Banner of Ring Pricus. 

Hercules ſtayed there, and began to lap on upon one ſide and 
the other, and dye his Swoꝛd with the bload of theQglidonians, 
Pis ſwoꝛd was fo heavy that no man might endure it, bzuiſing 
all it reaeht. Jt made tye place red where Cacus dyed. * Then 
was not the ſhameand death of Cacus revenged,but augmented 
upon the perſons of bis friends, with an exceeding flaughter, 
The cry aroſe great about Hercules: be bzoke to pieces the 
Banners and Recognizances of the Calidonians, there was 
none ſo hardy but ye dꝛove him back: and none ſoreſolute but 
he fed from bim. Tyen he made what ſpoil he would with his 
Enemies. Theſeus, Evander, and others, came unto thebattel. 
At this conflic there was made a Spear, Yalbert and Spield 
bꝛoben, and many a-Rnight flain.. The Calidonians were in 
great number; and many were both ſtrong and mighty: The 
battel was ſbarp and furious. Ring Pricus ſer foʒemoſt upon the 
Greeks, and fought moſt valtantly, and Hereules-and-Theſeus 
did wozthily, and deſerving memozp: they. ran from rank to 
rank, and bꝛake the ranks of their Enemies. They comfozted 
and encouraged their men, and ſbewed them how they ſþouiddo.. 

Their deeds: were fo great, that it is impeffible to recount 
them, foz in littie time they put their enemies to deſpair. All 
the diſcomfiture was upon the Calidonians, foz they could not 
withſtaud th e fozce of the Greeks, And when King Pricus = 8

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hat bis people could no moze fight, and that he loſt on all ſides, 

' that Foz tune was againſt him in ail points, being wearp wich 

fighting, he withdzew him out of the pzeſs, and ſounding a re: 

treat, the Calidonians fled after him. 

When Hercules ſaw the Calidogians withpzaw themſelves, 
he made þis Greeks retreat: not feʒ ang med they, bad, but to 
give leave to tpeir enemies to ref tbem. Thus the batcel ceaſ⸗ 
ed, Hercules ſyppofing that the Calidonians would aà ſſemble on 
the mozrow when they had reſted them: but the? withdzew 
themſelves ſome bere, (ome there. The dap pa ſſed, the night 
tame, then Ring Pricus aſſembled his Captains and ſhewed to 
them cheir ioſs, and tbe ſtrength and might of the Greeks, and 
in eſpecial of Hercules. After he had ſaid ro them, that they couid 
never conquer them, and that they could not do wiſer than with: 

dzaw. them, and to return into their Country. The Calidoni- 

ans, that feared Hercules moze than death, oz 4 Tempeſt, pad 
great jey when they under ood the will of Ring Pricus, and an 
Fwered all with one accerd, that the were ready ts go foath 
on their wap. With this anſwer they concluded ta lea be the 
Tents, Carts, and armour, to go lightly; and moze ſecretiy. 

- After this the? took their wap accoading to the concluſion, fait 
end ſoftly, without ftir oz noiſe, and did travel ſo this night, 
that on the mozrow they were far from Hercules.

ſued after ſwiftly, howbert they could not overtake them. Fog 

to ſpeed the matter, King Pricus returned into Calidonie 5 

Hercules purfued bim into his City, which was ſtrong with 

Malls, and beſieged him. During this fiege there was never 
n Calidonian that durſt come aut. Hercules ofcentimes aſſault⸗ 
ted the Citp, but lofi bis ſabour, At length when be ſaw he ceuld 
not get no2 win upon his enemies, he called bis Grecks, and ſaid 
to them: that man that ventureth not, winnerh nothing. We

Then 
Hercules arraped himſeit᷑ like as he had been an Anbafſadour, 
Theſeus and the Greeks made themſelves ready foz the a ſfault. 
Mhen all was read, Hercules departed; -and came and knockt 
ar che Gate of Calidonie: the Pozters {ooked-out at a little 
Mindow, to ſee who knocked there, and ſeeing there was but one 
man in a long Gown, they opened the Gate foz him, 

vim what he would have? Hercules anſwered, tha}: 

the King, what would vou with him laid one ge : 
Hercules ſaid, would fam ſpeak with his Mad: and ſaying 
theſe wozds, the Wozters aw that Hercules. was Armed under 
vis Gown : then in few woꝛds, they cried upon him, and laid at 
him befoze and behind, ſaying he was a Traitoz : and that be 
was come to eſpy the City.

- His Gown was then 
rent off. In the bickering be received manp a ſtroke, and al⸗ 
ways be dekended pimſelt, without diſplaping ok bis power and 
great ſtrength, as be that waited foz the tpbings of the aſſault 
mat was nigb.

By thine offence, and by 
thy miſchievous fleight wherefrom J could not keep me, J 
muſt dre, and paſs out of this wozld.
